“ Parliaments, which fufficiently fhews the Intention and 
“ original Inftitution of them was for the Redrefs of Gric- 
“vances: For the Bill enacts, That for the Maintenance 
“of the Sid Articles and Statutes (that is, the Privileges 
vcforementioned) and for Redrefs of divers Mifchiels 
: and Grievances, which daily happen, a new Par lament 
“fall be held once every Year, as another Time was 
“ordiined. The r6th of Car. Il. recites, That by the 
“ancient Laws and Statutes, Parliaments are to be held

In the early Days when this prudent Care was ta- 


ken for frequent Meeting ol Parliaments, the

‘< It therefore plainly appears, That Redrefs of Grie. 
<< vances, making falutary Laws for the Good of the 
«*‘ Community, and preferving the Liberties of the People, 
<< by fupporting a due Ballance between the Power of 
‘¢ the Crown and the Rights of the Subjeét, were the 
main Ends of calling Parliaments. 

‘<The Power of calling them, being the undoubt- 
“* ed Prerogative of the Crown, it became neceflary for 
** the Safety of the Subject, to oblige the Crown to call 
** them frequently. | | 

“< | muft confefs, Sir, 2 Caution of this Kind is no lon- 
‘¢ ger neceflary, nor can it ever be, fo long as we pre- 
‘* ferve to ourfelves the Power of granting Money, the 
“* Crown Revenues being fuzk, or wantonly granted away, 
“< the annual Call for a Supply muft neceffarily produce 
an annual Meeting of Parliament. 

** But give me leave to obferve, the Grievance now 
<< complained of isofavery different Nature: It is not 
‘¢ founded on Difcontinuance of Parliaments, but on 3 
‘< too long and dangerous Continuance of one and the 
‘¢ fame Parliament: A Praétice unheard of in former 
«« Times, when Prorogations were not known: For when 
«¢ a Parliament was annually called for the Redrefs ol

Three Tears, or oftner if there be Occafion. The Bi 
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‘of Rights in the fecond Seflion of /Vi/tiam and Mary, 
“among many other Privileges which we now enjoy, 
“enaéts, That for Redrefs of Grievances, amending, 
“ ftrengthening and preferving Laws, Parliaments ought to 
“be frequently beld ; and the ixth of the fame Reign ex- 
“ plains the true Meaning of the Claufe, when it declares, 
“ That frequent and new Parliaments tend very much to the 
“ happy Union and good Agreement between the King and 
“ the People ; it confirms the 16Car. II. that Parliaments 
“ fhall be held once in three Years at leaft, and adds, 
“ That no Parliament fall continue more than three Lears 
“ at farthef#. Between that and the firft of the late King, 
“feveral Parliaments were held, and none continued 
“ longer than three Years ; fome held only for one Sef- 
“ fion; which feems to be the or'ginal Conftitution, and 
“ bef calculated for the Good of the Nation. That Year 
“ the Septennial Bill paft, the Repeal of which I am now 
‘ going to move, but believe it more agreeable to the 
“Rules of the Houfe, that the Act itfelt thould be firtt

“ The Preamble to the Bill, which is the Foundation 
“of it, will, I think, Sir, admit a very eafy Anfwer ; 
“ As tothe firft Point, That 7riennial Parliaments have 
“ proved mare grievous, burthenfome and expenfive, than 
“ they were ever known before that —~ I readily 
“agree: But let us confider the Caufe, Lhe Lengthen- 
“ine the Term occafioned the Expence. I fear I might 
‘add, the Multiplicity of Places enjoy’d by Members of 
this Houfe, may be too juftly alledged another Caufe. 
But I would willingly confine myfelt to the particular 
“ Point, how far the Term or Duration of Parliaments 
“ might increafe or leffen the Expence, might add to or 
“ diminifh the Grievance complain’d of. And I will contr- 
“ der it only in this Light, by fubmitting it to every Gen- 
tleman that hears me, whether he would nor give 
‘more for an Annuity of three Years than for a Grant

“<< (which muff ever redound to the Ho our of this Parilia- 
ment) will neceflarily remedy this Evil. Theat g/erions 
AG will prevent Corruption in the Electors. Nothing 
“© but frequent new Partiaments can renedy it in the E- 

jected. 

‘¢ The other Reafon upon which that AG’ was found- 
<< ed, namely, a Sufpicion, that Defigns were carrying on 
*«¢ to renew the Rebellion and an [nvafion from abroad, 
was in my humble Opinion, the only jufiftzble Pre- 
“< tence for enacting it into a Law ; and might poffibly 
** have induced fome Gentlemen of very great Honour 
<* and Integrity to give their Votes >for the Bill at that 
Juncture, whofe A ffiftance, I flatter myfelf, I thall now 
¢* haye in repealing it: For thofe, Sir, who voted for it 
“<< from that View, could never intend it fhould be made 
<‘ perpetual, or that it fhould continue longer than that 
Nlisfortune fubfifted. 
— T muft beg Pardon of you, Sir, and of the Houfe, 
“for the Trouble I have given you. The Nature ot

HERE is no Kind of Study (fays Mr. D’ Anvers) 
more ufeful to private Men, nor indeed more in- 
ftructive to Perfons of the higheft Stations, than ‘Lhat of 
ancient Hifiory ; andmore particularly thofe Patiages, which 
relate to the Rife and Fall of Mrxifers and kavowrites. 


The frequent Examples which occur to us of Abule of 


Power in ‘Fhofe, who are eatrufted with it, alarm the 
Publick and put them upon their Guard againft Men, who 
are raifed above the common Level, and get. the Reins of 
Government into their Hands. | 

The fame ‘ort. of Knowledge is equally advantageous 
to Thofe, who are thus exalted, whether by real Murit, 
or by Fevour and Corruption. The firff ol thefe wall 
find how neceflary it is to be ftrictly watehtul over their 
Own Minds, that they may not be depraved and wntoX!- 
cated with their Authority. —— The other, they have 
senfe enough to make any juft Obfervation, will trem- 
ble at the Danger, to which They are expofed. They 
Will fee how tew Men, who have been railed upon /4ch 
Principles, have efcaped the fevere Refentment ol the Peo- 
ple ; and therefore learn from thence to act, (as it behoves 
fuch Perfons in amore particular Manner to do) with the 
Breatelt Care and Circumfpection. 

It is of the utmoft Confequence to all Princes and Go- 


Vernors to regulate their Conduct after the fame Viodel. 


Hiftory will afford them fufficient Inftruction, and difcover 
a’ truth, which they ought to carry always in their Minds ; 


«8 hat every Reicn and Adminifiration will prove at leapt in- 
&loricus, if not unprofperous, in which any ove Man 4s di- 
finguifoed by notorious Partiality. 


A late Author, of very confiderable Note, hath a Paf- 
fige in his Writings to this Effect. ——** Heary the [Vth of 
‘ france was a great King, without a Favourite , and 4 
more glorious Character cannot be given of a Prince; 
fuppofes Him fufficient to act by his own ( 
fels, and to controul his own Pafhons ; which Machre- 
calls the Perfection of Human Wifdom, and 
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«< only can anfwer that great End of Government, the im- 
«* partial Diitribution of Favour and Juftice. 

‘+ But thofe Reigns have ever proved unfortunate, to 
*< fay no worfe, where Princes have implicitly refigned 
‘Themfelves into the Hands of Favourites and Mintons, 
‘* the Corruptors of Government, and the eyil Genii ot 
Crowns. | 

Mr. D’Anvers concludes his Paper with an Account of 
the Character and Fate of Rufinus, Miniffer and Fi- 
courtte of Theodofius ; and of whith we fhall give cur 
Readers an Abridgment. ag 

Rufinus was a Native of Gau/, but fo mean and obfcure, 
that none of the Hiftorians have been able to deduce his Pe- 
cigree ; and we find little Mention of Him, till He pro- 
cured a confiderable Employment under Thecdofius. His 
Flevation quite turn’d his Head; and inftead of making 
a right Ufe of it, by conducting himfelf with Gratitude 
aid Acknowledgment to the Per/fons, who rais’d Him ; 
with Regard and Decency to his Supericurs ; He grew 
treacherous to the ove, and infolent to the others. He 
began to forget his Original; to negle@ his old Friends ; 
to talk loudly of his Services and Deferts, and to flatter 


his Ambition and Avarice with unbounded Profpects. 


In order to accomplith his Defigns, He found it necef- 
fary to remove Men of Refolution, Worth and Probity 
from the Court. He endeavoured always to keep back 
fuch Men from Preferment, and to advance Thofe who 
were of more obfequious and ductile Principles. 

He was the Advifer of the moft arbitrary Meafures, 
and the Promoter of Schemes moft detrimental to the Pub- 
lick ; fuch as were dangerous even to his Mafter Theodoftus, 
by expofing Him to a general Odium. He exercifed at 
large an unlimited Power over the Nobility and Populace, 
who were now both miferably degenerated from the Vir- 
tue and Glory of their Anceftors. The Dignity of the 
Patrician Order, was in a great Meafure extinguitfhed. 


‘The Rights and Privileges of the Plebeians were grofly 


invaded. ‘Lhe Laws of the swe/ve Tebles, the Magne 
Charta of the Romans, were no longer held facred, but 
openly and fcandaloufly violated. The Conftitution, 2 
even the Reman Name itfelf was in Danger of being t0- 
tally abolithed. | 

‘The Senare, that is the Majority of it, was become little 
thaa a Collection, or Avfembly of Peaffoxers, Pre- 
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ferment Hunters, Bcy-Politicians, and Court-Sheves ; who, 
being diveited of their original, Senatorian Authority, had 
loft all Senfe of Juftice, all Freedom of Voting, all thac 
Force of Eloquence, and that Spirit of Liberty, which ani- 
mated the o/d Romans, and made them the error of ar- 
bitrary Power.——-No Proceedings were too violent, no 
Decrees too unjuft, no Refolutions too abfurd, no Actions, 
no Managements too profligate for Them, when They 
were executing the Commands of their great Lord and 
Matter, Rvfinus. They were grown odious in the Eyes 
ol the People, and contemptible of Him they ferv'd ; 
whofe Policy was firft to make Men proftitute their Cha- 
racters to his Drudgery, that he might aiterwards difcard 
them at Pleafure, without any Apprehenfions of Danger 
from their Interefts.. TiSerius -had not more Reafon to 
laugh at the bafe Compliances of the Senate in his Time, 
when He cried out, O Homines ad Servitutem paratos ! O 
Beafis of Burthen! than Rufiaus had at the flavith Conde- 
fcention of this. 


Thus Rafiaus every where interpofed, every where pre-_ 


vailed. All Preferments, Ecclefiaftical, Civil and Military, 
were at his Difpofal ; and even the Determinations of pri- 
vate Property began to partake of the general Corruption. 
No frivate Law Suit between Man and Man could be 
carry’d on without exorbitant Expence ; and in all S/ere- 
Projecutions there hardly remained the outward A ppear- 
ance of Juttice. He had Informers and Evidences in con- 
ftant Pay, who were inftruéted to fwear any Thing, and 
to accufe any Body ; by which Means He {fcreen’d Him- 
felt irom the juft Refentment of Thofe, who fought to 
redrefs the Injuries of the Publick.—— Ina Word, his 
whole Adminiftration was one continued Scene of Rapine ; 
and tho’ it lofted but a few Years, He had by his Grants 
from Arcadius, (who fucceeded Theodcfius, and by 
He was continued in Employment) with his Extortions 


jrom the People, heaped together an immeafurable Mafs 


of Wealth. 
arice. and abominable Oppreffion 


But this infatiable Ay 2) 
could not be borne for ever. His Power began vilibly 
to decline. he People freely arraigned his M ifimanage- 
meuts, expofed his Corruptions, and called aloud for Re- 
ftitution aud Juftice. Some uttered bold Speeches ‘thin ? 
lick Affemblies ; others wrote Inyecuyes 2g unit 
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and even his own mynifferial Slaves defended him with lefs 
and Alacrity than ufual. 

All This Rufinaus obferved with a ftfiG and watchful 
fiye. He was fo confcious of his own Guilt, that He 
apprehended every Thing from a Periy, which was now 
gauiuing Ground upon Him every Day ; a Party, which 
was not only fuperior to his own in Number, but much 
more conliderable in Efteem ; being compofed of Men of 
theirit Rank, the largeft Properties, and the greateft Abii. 
ties; Whom no Motives could induce tamely to acquiefce 
under the Grievances and Calamities of their Country ; who 
could not, without Horror, reflect on the Confequences 
ol an exhauffed Treasury and an endangered Conftitution ; 
who preferved the Principles of Liberty, Honour and 
Loyalty, in the worit of ‘Times ; even under his moft de- 
teitable Miniiftry. | 

In order therefore to ftem the Torrent of popular Ha- 
tred, He madea fecret League with the barbarous Nations, 
who were then over-running Europe, and threw Himfelf, 
as his laft Refort, into the Arms of A/aric the Gorh. 

But this Behaviour only rous’d the Indignation of his 
Oppofers, the Defenders of publick Liberty, and gave 
with good Reafon the greateft Offence to Thofe, who 
had any Regard to the common Safety ; for what deplora- 
ble Circumttances muft a Nation be in, when its chief Mi- © 
niflers fly to Foreigners, on every approach of Danger, 
and barter away the Conftitution of their Country for their 
own perfonal Safety ? But to returnto Rufiaus. 

‘Che Meafure of his Iniquity was now full. This laft, 
treacherous Step incens’d the Multitude againft Him be- 
yond all Bounds. They could not contain Themfelves 
any longer; but refolved to deliver and revenge 1 hem- 
felves on fuch a Miniffer; which They did by tearing 
fiim into a thoufand Pieces. | 

Thus fell the infamous Rufinus, a Sacrifice to popular 
Rage ; and tho’ his Death was violent, yet was it natural ; 
for however wife Men may condemn fuch extrajudicial Pa- 
nif>ments, it isimpoffible to reftrain the Fury of the People, 
when They find Themfelves grievoufly opprefled, and de- 
prived of all other AZeans of Relief.

This is the Picture See Mr. Fog) that all Hiftorians 
have given us of Cyrus the Great, a Picture that will fit ve. 
ry few Princes fince him, but indeed very few Princes 
fince him have had the liké Advantages of Education ; in 
Perfia at this Time the Education of Youth was the great 
Concern of the State, and the Methods of it were ap- 
pointed by the Laws, Cyrus went thro’ the fame Difcipline 
with the other Youth, he was not privileg’d to be more 
ignorant than any other Perfon in the Kingdom, becaufe 
he was to be greater than any other Perfon in the King- 
dom, but the Diftinctions of Greatnefs are very different- 
ly underftood from what they were in thofe Days,———~ 
fome Emperors and Princes long fince Cyrus, by the Help 
of able Mafters and Inftructors, have indeed been taught 
to play tolerable well upon the Fidd/e, an Art (or Trick 
¥ may call it) of which Cyrus was altogether ignorant, for 
the ‘Time that other Princes lay out in acquiring this tri- 
fling Accomplifhment, Cyzvs employed in learning Juttice, 
Morality, and the Exercife of Arms. 

An excellent Wit among the Moderns having confider-. 
ed the Education that is generally given to Perfons de- 
fign'd to reign, 1s of Opinion that if one Perfon was to be 
Sovereign over all Furcpe, he would in ali Probability be 
the worf educated Man in his whole Dominions ; and if 
fo little Care is taken in their Youth to fit them for that 
Station for which they are defign’d, it is certain that they 
will feldom have an Opportunity after of growing wiler 
by the Company that ts generally about them. In moft_ 
Countries where there are Courts, itis obferved, the vain, 
the idle, the infignificant, and the worthlefs Part of the 
People are thofe who crowd moft about it. A Fellow 
that is too i¢/e or too ignorant to follow any Bufinefs, 
commonly thinks of getting an Emp/oymeat at Court, and it. 
he can look in the G/a/, put on a fine Coat, fawn and 
cringe, he is very well qualified for his Place. 


There 
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There are in all Courts a great many Fellows who are 
kept only for State, they make up Part of the Retinue, 
and are only paid for Show, anda Piece of Clock-work 
might ferve the Purpofe as well as the beft of them. 
Men of tolerable Capacity, who have had nothing to do 
with Courts, and have pafs’d their Lives in Bufinefs or 
Study, and accidentally fall into Acquaintance with thete 
People, are furpriz’d that fuch trifling and infignificanc 
Creatures fhould find Favour any where; and I remem- 
ler once a Man of exce//eat who happen’d for a 
while to converfe with thofe People, by being obliged to 
folicit an Affair at a certain Court, made this Remark, that 
there was not one in fix of them, from the highe({t to the 
loweft, that was capable of any ‘Thing but what he could 
teach a Dog to do ina Month. 

Amongit the Millions of Subjects over whom a Prince 
has Rule, there are but few, with whom he is perfonally 
acquainted, and out of thofe few, he chufes his Minifters 
and Servants, if ic has been his Misfortune never to have 
had Men of Senfe or Honour placed about him; you cannot 
expect to fee + erfons of that Character in the Adminiftra- 
tion of publick ffairs. 

Under weak Governments the whole Power is often 
Celegated to one ; when this one diftracts and ruins the 
Affairs of the Commonwealth, it is dangerous to him to 
have a Perfon come near the Perfon of the Prince who is 
capable of fhewing the Weaknefs, and Iniquity of his Admi- 
titration. -He fills the Court with /oo/s. The Blun- 
cers of the Men in Bufinefs become the common Jeffs of 


fome Companies, and Pity of others.

J he true Friends of their Country will always be pleas: 
to lee ats Peace preferved inviolably, and blefs the Adm 
piltratio’, 
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niftration, that keeps the Guilt of Har at Diftance from 
their Shores: They are thoroughly fenfible, that what is 
ained by Negotiation, is gained with Innocence, and will 
be eafily fecured ; but what is feized by Violence of Arms, 
muit be maintained by Violence, and intails Contufion on 
the Poffeffors. ‘They are perfectly convinced that, as 
Commerce and Navigation are the Parents of Afiluence 
and Plenty, they can only flourith in Peace and ‘T’rangu:- 
lity——The Genius of Britain, from its rudeft Clif, 
fmiles upon the Ocean, when fhe fees her Navies crowd- 
ing to their Ports, with Peace for their Pilot and Pre- 
ferver : But turns away her Eyes, with Horror, when 
they become the Prey of the Enemy; and the Toil of 
Merchant is fwallowed up in the Rapacioufnefs oi 
ar. 
/Var is the laft Refource of Policy, and ought never to 
be put in Practice, ’till the utmoft Extremity of Injury 
makes it a Deed of Prudence and Honour: All wife and 
human Minifters have made it their Study to avoid it, as 
long as poftiide ; they knew it was frequently made the 
Tool of A mbition, feldom the Means of Juftice, always 
the Inftrument of Calamity and Diftrefs ; they knew the 
Mistortunes which attended it, were generally fuperior to 
thofe it was to. remedy : They could not depend upon it 
even for that Remedy ; and, if it failed, they were fure 
the Publick would fuffer additional Maladies. | 
l_ct us prefent before our Eyes the Image of two reap 
Fleets, of numerous Armies, ready to plunge into all 
the Horrors of a Battle; let us fuppofe ourfelves Inhabi- 
tauts of fome other Planet, and wholly Strangers to this ; 
and what fhould we think of fo terrible a Profpect? 
Could we believe the contending Parties were of the fame 


Species . that their Maxims, Morals, Interefts, and Paf- 
lions were generally the fame ? that the Matter in De- 
hate was a Trifle in Comparifon to the Confequence ? that 
they had no particular Eamity to each other ? that they 
were alike innocent with Regard to the Caufe ol their 
Animofities ? that they were educated to deftroy, and re- 
ceived Pay for being the Iaftrument ol each other's Ruin ? 
Could we believe fo dire a Circumftance, till fatal Expe- 
rience convinced us it was true, and the horrible Execu- 
tion that followed aftonifhed us with Demonftration ? 
What Sentiments fhould we feel in beholding the Scene of

A Defence of the Argument abcut Conftitutional Tadepen- 
dency. 


T is faid, that Places and Pecuniary Gifts (Tays Mr. 

Osécrne) may have a dangerous Influence upon a Houle 
ot Commons. That's true, fo they may, but yet the 
Reval Power ot difpofing of them muft remain. Our 
Satety lies here, that the King has zo Fauiva/ent to give 
the Houfe of Commons for parting with their Liberty. 
But it any Men will be fo weak, or fo wicked as, for the 
Sake of a temporary precarious Pofleffion, to part witha 
more certain, valuable, and /afing Good, there is no help- 
ing of st. A King may corrupt Members of the Houfe 
of Commons, and a Houfe of Commons may corrupt the 
King: Nor is there any Remedy for this, but whats 
worle than the Difeafe ; for as foon as thefe Parts of the 
Legiflature are placed out of a p¢/Jibility of corrupting one 
another, ail their rea/ Pewer would te gone: “Tis betters 
theretore, to preferve rhe Three Parts of the Legiflature 
diftin@, with their feveral Powers and Privileges, tho 
the Peffibility of Corruption remains, than to deftroy the 
Difiinczion of the Three Powers, and the Poffbrlity 
with if, 
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Thefe Men are eternally Writing.about the King’s cor- 
tupting the Houfe of Commons, but they never look on 
t'other Side of the Queftion. I could name feveral Par/ia- 
ments Who have endeavoured to corrupt the A7vng and rhe 
Nation too: Several in King ’s//iam's Reign would have 
puth’d him on Meafures againft Literty, and would have 
alfo difabled him, by Ads of Parliament, 1o far as to lie 
entirely at their Mercy, on purpofe to pave the way for 
another Revolution. Nothing but a pradent Management 
of the Prerogative, and the Dependencies created by it, 
could haye preferved us, at that Time, from falling into 
the Hands of the Stuarts. So that the People may be cor- 
rupt, and Parliaments corrupt, while the King is honett ; 
and Ajng and Lords may fave us, when the Commons 
would invade our Liberties. Bifhop Barnet obferves, That. 
the Lords did, with great Learning and Judgment, (in she 
Aviestury Cafe, about the Richt of a Man to be an Elec. 
allert the Right, that the People of Enghend had 
to feek for Juftice, ia Courts of Law, upon all fuch Ocea- 
fions ; and that rhe Hou/e of Commons, by their Votes, 
firuck at the Liberties of the People, at the Law of England, 
and at the Judicature of the Houfe of Lords; for the 
Commons would have made the Right ol Perfons voting, 
tobe determined dy their Votes in the Houfe, and not by 
the Laws of England, which would have put an End to 
all our Liberties at once. — - 

With this Quotation from Bifhop Burnet I will con- 
chide, till the Crafi/man’s Bull roars again, lifts up his 
Voice, hellow’s out to all the Powers of Nonfenfe, and dds 
DoSance to all around him ; till then, I quote no more ;

Defamatory Libels. 


\ H EN we read the Libels of the Times, (fays Mr. 
and reflect on the Rudenefs and 
Vective which infect the firft Writers Politicks, 
Gentlemen of great Diftinction, may 
\itonifhment as Indignation ; that Lerters which a 


boatied to foften and civilize Men, ihould be perverts 
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to make them more favage than the wildeft Beafis of the 
Defart ; that thofe which are called the Studies of Huma. 
nity; fhould be the Arts of. fowing Difcord, and making 
Men purfue one another with Hatred, Revenge, and, De. 
ftruction ; that thofe who have the greateft Capacity to 
ferve, fhould have the ftrongeft Incliuatioa to plague Man- 
kind ; fhould fofter Malice in their Hearts, make their 
Tongues more bitter than Gall, and dip their Peris in Poi- 
fon : yet blefs their God that they are not Cannibe/s, as 
if it were lefs Barbarity to devour Men than to prey upon 
their Reputations, and, what is more abfurd, praife them- 
felves at the Expence of the Hottentots, as if cleanly Ap- 
arel attoned for abufive Language, or as if a People who 
lon to make themfelves nafty, were more to be. deteit- 
ed than Men who love to defile the Charaéters of all a- 
bout them. | 
Reproachful Language is below the Dignity of human 
Nature, even where it is incurred, and where it may be 
authorized, it gives the Judge himfelt the Afpect of an 
Executioner. Never did any Man make himfelf regarded 
by making himfelf hated, or gain upon Conviction where 
he irritated Refentment ; whereas the fo!t Infinuation of 
Cenfure gives it Force beyond Refiftance, gives Keea- 
nefs to its Edge, and Authority to the Hand which inflicts 
the Wound ; whilit feeming to proceed from no Inhu- 
manity of Temper, and being conducted without the 
Appearance of Paffion, its utmoft Severity is looked 
on as nothing more than Juftice, and it hath its full 
Effect, becaufe the Manner of it can admit of no Ex- 


ception, 

To revile others is to fhew a Meannefs in ourfelves, 
and betrays our own Weaknefs, whilft we triumph over 
other Men.
